You  see  the  great  difference  between  the 
two  denominations  on  these  things.  Are 
they  final!  Exceedingly  so  when  it  comes 
to  the  question  of  sanctioning  or  endorsing 
them  when  one  does  not  believe  them.  A 
man  cannot  knowingly  sanction  what  he  be- 
lieves. to  be  unscriptural,  if  he  loves  God. 

It  is  not  the  question  of  interfering  with  an- 
other’s faith  that  is  involved,  but  the  ques- 
tion of  one’s  own  honesty  before  God.  If 
the  language  of  the  discipline  means  what 
it  implies,  then  no  honest,  intelligent  Baptist 
can  possibly  join  a church  the  joining  of 
yrhich  makes  him  at  least  appear  to  sanction 
such  doctrine  unless  he  actually  conies  to 
believe  it.  Neither  can  an  honest  Method- 
ist, who  really  believes  that  baptism  is  “a 
sacrament,”  and  that  by  it  God  “doth  work 
invisibly  in  us,  and  doth  not  only  quicken, 
but  also  strengthen  and  confirm  our  faith 
in  Him,”  possibly,  honestly,  join  the  Bap- 
tists without  a change  of  belief. 

I am  giving  you  these  studies  that  you 
may  see  how  utterly  impossible  it  is  for 
honest,  intelligent  people  to  change  churches 
at  pleasure,  also  that  you  may  see  the  bar- 
riers in  the  way  of  “church  union”  and 
“church  federation.”  It  is  written,  “I’ro- 
vide  things  honest  in  the  sight  of  all  men.”

HOW  OUR  FINANCE8  STAND. 

B.  D.  Gray,  Corres|>onding  Secretary. 

We  have  one  month  to  settle  the  question 
for  this  year.  The  thirty  days  of  April 
must  he  used  wisely  and  well  if  We  meet 
our  obligations.  Up  to  the  15th  of  March 
we  had  received  something  less  than  $100,- 
000,  or  not  quite  one-fourth  of  the  $412,000 
needed  for  the  year.  Up  to  that  time  Mis- 
sissippi had  given  $3,677.14  of  her  appor- 
tionment of  $31,000,  leaving  $27, 322.86  yet 
to  be  raised. 

From  all  the  states  something  near  $300,- 
000  must  be  raised  during  April  That 
means  $10,000  a day.  It  is  a large  sum 
but  it  is  not  large  compared  with  our  abil- 
ity. Southern  Baptists  could  raise  it  in 
one  Sunday  if  they  would  get  all  their 
forces  under  the  task.

Crete  object.  Pastors  and  laymen  a»  well 
as  our  women  and  young  people  might  use 
the  followiug: 

$700  iB  the  average  annual  salary  for  the 
principal  of  a mountain  school. 

$600  is  the  average  appropriation  per 
school  of  our  hoard  to  the  mountain  schools. 

$360  is  the  average  salary  of  the  teachers. 

$7.00  a month  is  the  average  cost  for  a 
boy’s  board.  ' 

$6.00  is  the  average  cost  per  month  of 

hoard  for  a girl. 

The  Home  Board’s  part  in  the  support  of 
our  joint  missionaries  varies  from  $500  to 
$250,  $100  and  $50. 

$300  a year  supports  a student  missionary 
in  our  Cuban-American  school  in  Havana, 

$25  will  pay  the  average  tuition  per  pupil 
in  our  mission  schools  in  Cuba. 

Let  churches  and  individuals  ill  this  cam- 
paign select  according  to  their  ability  some 
of  these  objects  and  raise  the  necessary  sum. 
Of  course,  the  hoard  has  had  to  borrow  the 
money  to  pay  these  workers  from  month  to 
month  Now,  let  our  churches  and  indi- 
viduals, our  societies  and  our  Sunday 
Schools  make  their  selection  and  raise  the 
amount  necessary. 

A Final  Word. 

It  is  impossible  thirty  days  lief  ore  tne 
year  closes  to  forecast  with  certainty  what 
the  outcome  may  be;  but,  notwithstanding 
our  receipt*-  are  smaller  than  they  were  at 
this  time  last  year  and  our  appropriations 
arg  much  greater,  we  are  tying  to  hope  that 
we  may  reaeh  the  close  of  the  year  without 
a burdensome  debt.  The  forces  seem  to  he 
well  organized,  our  laymen  are  concerned 
as  never  before,  our  pastors  from  every  di- 
rection are  writing  with  encouragement. 
They  seem  determined  to  bring  the  campaign 
to  a successful  issue.  For  these  reasons 
and  because  we  are  trying  to  rely  on  God 
to  give  us  the  victory  we  are  hopeful  as  to 
the  outcome.  May  God  lead  us  and  bring 
to  our  people  the  greatest  spirit  of  generos- 
ity we  have  ever  known.  A failure  to  meet 
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our  obligations  now  w ould  impend  I1  lie  sue-

.■ions  lead  by  a large  per  cent.  This 
is  to  the  credit  of  the  preachers  Ev- 
idently there  is  some  good  manage- 
ment in  the  homes  of  the  preachers 
to  bring  Rucli  results.  Of  course, 
preachers'  wives  are  among  (he  best 
gromeu  in  the  world  and  among  the 
most  capable.  I am  thinking  now 
of  one  preacher  family  of  13,  out  In 
the  country,  and  that  family  led  the 
country  while  the  preacher  never 
bad  more  than  $700  a year,  and  he 
lent  money  to  hia  church  members 
all  the  time  and  sometimes  he  lent 
to  the  church,  for  months  at  s time 
all  he  had  made.  Yet  he  reared,  his 
family.  Educated  them  and  paid  hla 
debts.  What  makes  the  case  strong- 
er, this  preacher,  like  many  othera.
